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REMARKS 

Claiins 1-7, 9, and 1 1-21 are pending. Claims 1, 5, and 18 are cuirently amended. Claim 
8 has been canceled. 

1 . Examiner Hoey is thanked for courte^es esctended during a telephonic interview with 
Applicant's representatives^ the substance of v^iiich has been incorporated into the following 
lemadcs. It was tentatively agreed that amendments to the claims of the scope herein, more 
clearly reciting the pocket attached to one of the flap and the sleeve^ clearly define over the cited 
references and should place the present application in condition for allowance. 

2, Claims 1, 3-7, 11-15, and 18-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Campbell (US Patent No. 4,601>066). 

The presently claimed invention is directed to a jacket uiclnding a body portion that 
covers a portion of a wearer's torso. The jacket further includes first and second sleeves tibrongh 
which the aims of the wearer are fitted. The first and second sleeves extend from the body 
portion, and terminate at respective cuffs defining respective first and second openings through 
which the hands of the wearer extend A flap extends firom an outer surfece of the first sleeve 
and is provided along the fir^t sleeve. The flap is adapted to be positioned between open and 
closed positions^ wherein hi the closed position the flap constricts the first opening of die first 
sleeve. A pocket is attached to one of the flap and the first sleeve and is disposed between the 
flap and the first sleeve. 

Campbell is directed to a fashion/exercise gannent for use by dancers, gymnasts, and 
acrobats. The garment has bmlt-in vvarming wraps. Campbell fails to teach or suggest a pocket 
attached to one of the flap and the first sleeve and disposed between the flap and the first sleeve. 
As such, Campbell fails to anticipate the presently claimed invention. Accordingly 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the 102(b) rejection is respectfully requested, as tentatively 
agreed 
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As amended, claims 1 and 18 include an element of canceled claim 8. Claim 8 was 
rejected under 35 US.C. 103(a) over Can^bell in view of Morera (US Patent No. 4,602,390). 
Morera is directed to a pocket that is separate from an article of clothing. 

As stated above, Campbell finis to teach of suggest a pocket attached to one of the flap 
and the first sleeve. Morera fails to overcome the deficiencies of Campbell and nowhere teaches 
^ or suggests.a pocket attached to one of the flap and the first sleeve. In fact, Morera nowhere 
even suggests placing a pocket on a specific garment or in a specific position-on a garment. 
Furthermore, neither Campbell nor Morera provide a motivation for the combination and 
specifically fail to teach or remotely suggest providing a garment that has flaps that not only 
constricts the arm openings for a proper fit and also providing a storage space for items to store 
when tiot being used. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 were rejected under 35 U,S,C 102(b) as being anticipated by Lahnstein 
(US Patent No. 2, 705,326). 

Lahnstein is directed to children's sleeping pajamas wherein the sleeves and leg portions 
have adjustable end closures, Lahnstein fails to teach a pocket attached to one of the flap and the 
first sleeve and disposed between Ihe flap and the first sleeve. As such, Lahnstein &ils to 
anticipate the presently claimed invention. Accordmgly reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
102(b) rejection is respectfully requested, as tentatively agreed. 

4. Claim 21 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable under Campbell. 
Claim 21 depends from claim 18. Applicant respectfully submits that claim 18 is allowable as 
described above, and, therefore, for at least the foregoing reasons, claim 21 is allowable. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 103(a) rejection is respectfully requested, as 
tentatively agreed. 

5. Claims 8, 9, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
. Campbell in view of Morera (US Patent No. 4,602,390). 

Claim 8 has been canceled, making the reject moot with respect to claim 8. Claims 9, 16, 
and 17 depend &om allowable claim 1 . For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicant respectfully 
submits that the presently claimed invention would not have been obvious over Campbell in 
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view of Morera. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the §103(a) rejections are 



respectfully requested. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the present application is now in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is requested to issue a Notice of Allowance for all 
pending claims.
